Any expenditure therefore which is incurred not in ac- 
cordance with this principle is simply a waste of public funds. India furnishes 
the only instance where such waste prevails, The‘existing system of administra- 
tion is a very costly one. England, which owes her prosperity and prestige to 
her possession of India, levies every farthing she can from this dependency,

Magistrates and Postmasters, it has done 
nothing for the members of the Subordinate Judicial Service and the minis. 
terial officers of Civil Courts—two able and hardworked class of public ser. 
vants. Of the Munsiffs, it may be said that, as a rule, they are more educated 
than the Deputy Magistrates. The favour which has now been shown to 
the Subordinate Executive Service by Government is being accounted for 
by many on the supposition that there are many Kurasians and Kast Indians 
appointed to this service whom it is intended to benefit by the new arrange. 
ment. Government may regret that such an opinion should be expressed, 
but cannot deny that there are good grounds for it.

The 
measure will secure the Lancashire vore to the Ministry, which means that 
they will obtain a fresh lease of power. At any rate it will prevent the 
return of the Tories to power, the occurrence of which event would involve 
the resignation of Lord Ripon, and with that an end of all the expectations 
formed by his accession to the Viceroyalty.

When the narrow 
views he entertained on one or two public questions during his stay in this 
country are removed in the healthy atmosphere of England, he will prove 
no unworthy successor of Sir Erskine Perry. Kven his enemies do not deny 
that Sir Ashley has the good of India at heart; witness his efforts in con- 
nection with the proposal to repeal the cotton duties and projects of railway 
- extension in Bengal. The exercise of despotic authority and a long residence 
in India produced in him certain narrow views which in England cannot 
last. His new appointment, it would seem, is a proof that under the Liberals 

the India Council will not be abolished. 


15. The Sahachar, of the 5th April, remarks that the door of admission 
to the Covenanted Civil Service has been closed to 
the natives of this country. There is small chance 
of anative of 19 yearsof age going to England andthere successfully 
competing at the Civil Service examination. During the six years that have 
elapsed since the limit of age was reduced, not one native has been able to 
enter the Civil Service, and this will continue to be the case until the limit is 
raised. The authorities in England seem to see this, and have therefore 
created aspurious Civil Service for the purpose of humouring the natives of 
India. A few scions of wealthy families are admitted into this service without 
being made to pass any examinations, ‘They are paid salaries equal to those 
of Deputy Magistrates, but are styled Assistant Magistrates. Are there any- 
where else such hollow titles? If natives are to be excluded from the Cove- 
nanted Civil Service, the service that is open to them should be made some- 
thing really valuable. The merit of the candidates, and not their family 
connections, should be taken into account; admission into the service should 
be regulated by a system of examinations, and the successful candidates 
should be allowed salaries equal to those of Civilians. As it is, they are 
but showy puppets. The Native Civilians are much like bats; as the latter 
co not come uuder the category of bird or beast, so the former are neither
